Security Studies Program, Fletcher Schoo] of Law and Diplomacy, Tufts 
University - where he earned two masters degrees and is currently a Ph.D. 
candidate. The author of several national security articles, Behuncik earned 
his bachelors from Georgetown University. 


Sen. Harry F. Byrd, Jr. 


A 30-year government service veteran, Harry F. Byrd, Jr. first became 
U.S. senator from Virginia in 1966 and has been twice re-elected as an in- 
dependent. A specialist in international affairs, Byrd serves on the Senate 
Armed Services Committee and is chairman of its subcommittee on in- 
telligence. He is also a member of the Finance Committee and chairman of 
the panel's subcommittee on taxation and debt management. Before joining 
the U.S. Senate, Byrd was for 18 years a Virginia state senator. He attended 
the Virginia Military Institute and University of Virginia. An armed services 
veteran, Byrd is married. 


Hodding Carter Ill 


A former news reporter and executive, Hodding Carter III is currently 
Assistant Secretary of State for Public Affairs -- chief spokesman for the 
department. Long an active Democrat in Mississippi, Carter served on 
President Carter’s campaign staff in 1976 and, before that, helped found the 
Loyal Democrats of Mississippi, a bi-racial coalition that successfully 
challenged seating of the regular Democratic delegation to the 1968 
Democratic Convention in Chicago. Carter joined the Delta Democrat- 
Times of Greenville, Miss., in 1959 as a reporter, becoming its managing 
editor in 1962 and editor and associate publisher in 1965. He was a Nieman 
Fellow in Journalism at Harvard and author of a book, ‘‘The South Strikes 
Back." A New Orleans native, Carter graduated from Princeton University 
and served in the U.S. Marine Corps. He is married and has four children. 


Philip Crane 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-IIl., is chairman of the American Con- 
servative Union and the first announced 1980 presidential candidate. First 
elected to Congress in 1969, Crane is a member of the House Ways and Means 
Committee as well as the Republican Study Committee, Republican Policy 
Committee Health Task Force and the Republican Study Committee Task 
Force on Regulatory Reform. An author of three books, Crane taught history 
at Indiana University and Bradley University, Peoria, Ill., and served a year 
as director of schools at Westminster Academy, Northbrook, Il. Crane is a 
Chicago native and U.S. Army veteran. He received a bachelors degree from “ 
Hillsdale College, Hillsdale, Mich. -- where he presently serves as a trustee -- : 
and earned a masters and Ph.D. from Indiana University. Married, Crane

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Sen. Jake Garn 


Elected a Republican U.S. senator from Utah in 1974, Edwin Jacob (Jake) 
Garn has earned a reputation as a fiscal conservative, opponent of govern- 
ment over-regulation and advocate of a strong national defense. He serves 
on the Senate committee on armed services and on banking, housing and 
urban affairs, as well as on the Select Committee on Intelligence. A native 
Utahn, Garn, 45, first took public office in 1967 on the Salt Lake City Com- 
mission and later served as the city’s mayor, gaining a strong background in 
urban affairs and local relations with the federal government. Garn, who 
holds a bachelors degree in business and finance from the University of 
Utah, once worked in the insurance business and served as a U.S. Navy pilot. 
Married, he has four children. 


Lt. Gen. Daniel Graham 


Formerly director of the U.S. Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA), Lt. Gen. 
Daniel O. Graham (USA, Ret.) is now co-chairman of the newly-formed 
Coalition for Peace Through Strength and a research professor with the 
University of Miami Center for Advanced International Studies in 
Washington. His military career, which began with his 1946 graduation from 
the U.S. Military Academy at West Point, ended with his 1975 resignation 
from the DIA and Army, in protest of President Ford’s dismissal of the 
current secretary of defense and CIA director. Graham, an Oregon native 
who has served in many Army and U.S. intelligence staff and command 
posts, firmly believes the U.S. lacks a clear policy for countering Soviet 

_ world influence and that the balance of power is slipping away from the U.S. 


; Sen. Robert Griffin 


Now the senior U.S. senator from Michigan, Robert P. Griffin, a 
Republican, holds seats on the Foreign Relations, Commerce and Rules 
Committees. Griffin, 54, was first elected to Congress in 1956 as Michigan’s 
9th district U.S. representative. In 1966, he was appointed to complete a 
vacant U.S. Senate term, winning election to the post later that year and 
again in 1972. He is up for re-election again this year. Griffin helped then- 
U.S. Rep. Gerald Ford become House Minority Leader in 1965 and remained 
close to Ford through his presidency later. He was Minority Whip of the 
Senate from 1969 to 1977. A Detroit native who now lives in Traverse City, 
Griffin is a World War II veteran with two bachelors degrees from Central 
Michigan University and a law degree from the University of Michigan. 
Married, he has four children. 


Dr. Leon Goure’ 


Dr. Leon Goure’ is professor of international studies and director of Soviet 
studies at the Center for Advanced International Studies, University of 
Miami. A member of the U.S. Army Counterintelligence Corps. and Military 
Intelligence Reserve between 1943 and 1955, Goure’ has served as a research 
analyst for the Library of Congress, as a senior staffer in the RAND Corp. 
and as a visiting professor at American and Howard Universities, 
Washington. He has lectured at several other major universities and served 
as a consultant to the Defense Civil] Preparedness Agency, National 
Academy of Sciences, Stanford Research Institute and Foreign Policy 
Research Institute. Goure’ holds a bachelors degree from New York 
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Gen. David Jones 


As chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff since last June, Gen. David C. 
Jones serves as senior military adviser to the President, National Security 
Council and Secretary of Defense and is responsible for executing policy on 
the readiness and employment of U.S. armed services. Previously chief of 
staff of the U.S. Air Force for four years, Gen. Jones has held military 
assignments which include operational and command posts in strategic, 
tactical and training units, as well as staff positions at major headquarters 
— in the U.S. and overseas. He flew more than 300 hours of combat missions in 
the Korean War and served on Air Force command during the Vietnam War. 
Born in South Dakota and raised in North Dakota, Gen. Jones graduated 
from the National War College. Married, he has three children. 


The former U.S. ambassador to the Soviet Union, Foy D. Kohler is now 
professor of international studies at the University of Miami’s Center for 
Advanced International Studies, a consultant to the Dept. of State and a 
member of the Board for International Broadcasting. Educated at Ohio Foy Kohler 
State University, Cornell University and the National War College and a 
Soviet studies specialist, Kohler joined the American Foreign Service in 
1931. He held diplomatic posts in Britain, Canada, Greece, Turkey and at 
State Department headquarters. From 1962-1966 he was American am- 
bassador to Moscow. After that he was appointed career ambassador and 
named deputy undersecretary of state for political affairs, leaving govern- 
ment foreign service after 1967. 


William S. Lind 


William S. Lind is legislative assistant for che Senate Armed Services 
Committee to U.S. Sen. Gary Hart of Colorado. He joined Sen. Hart in 1977 
after performing similar services for Sen. Robert Taft Jr. of Ohio from 1973 
to 1977. During that time, Lind assisted in preparation of the Taft White 
Paper on Defense and in the senator's development of the concept of a New 
Technology Navy. Lind has authored several critiques of U.S. armed ser- 
vices. A Cleveland. Ohio, native, Lind earned a bachelors degree from 
Dartmouth College and received a masters degree in history from Prin- 
ceton. He is currently a doctoral candidate. 


William Middendorf II 


J. William Middendorf II has resumed his investment banking career 
efter eight years of U.S. government service, which culminated with three 
\ears as Secretary of the Navy. Recipient of bachelors degrees from Har- 
vard and Holy Cross College and a masters from New York University 
(:raduate School of Business Administration, Middendorf interrupted his 
cureer in 1969 to become U.S. ambassador to The Netherlands. He became 
Navy undersecretary in 1973 and was promoted to the Navy's top civilian 
postin 1974. Presently, Middendorf is president and chief executive officer of 
Financial Genera] Bankshares. Inc., and a member of the Panax Corp. 
roard of directors. Active in development of the arts and a composer of 
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Paul Nitze 


After a long government career, Paul H. Nitze is now director of policy 
studies for the Committee on the Present Danger and a member of 
numerous educational and corporate boards. Educated at Harvard and an 
investment banker by profession, Nitze was representative of the Secretary 
of Defense at Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) with the Soviet Union 
from 1969 to 1974, when he left government service. He held several 
government posts from 1942-1953 and, from then until 1961, was president of 
the Foreign Service Educational Foundation. Nitze then rejoined the federal 
government, serving successively as Assistant Secretary of Defense, 
Secretary of the Navy and Deputy Secretary of Defense. Nitze is married 
and has four children. 


Richard E. Pipes 


Richard E. Pipes is a professor of history at Harvard University and a 
senior consultant, since 1973, to the Stanford Research Institute. An expert 
on the Soviet Union, Pipes was associate director and director of the Russian 
Research Center at Harvard from 1962 to 1973. An author and member of the 
executive committee of The Committee on the Present Danger, he served as 
chairman in 1976 of ‘‘Team B”’ of the National Estimates Committee, which 
reviewed intelligence data and took a somber view toward long-range Soviet 
military intentions. 


Admiral Stansfield Turner 


As U.S. Director of Central Intelligence, since March, 1977, Admiral 
Stansfield Turner, USN, directs the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) and 
oversees all U.S. foreign intelligence agencies. Since graduation in 1946 from 
the US. Naval Academy at Annapolis and later work at Oxford University 
as a Rhodes Scholar, Admiral Turner has held a wide variety of sea and 
shore assignments, including work in the office of the Chief of Naval 
Operations, Assistant Secretary of Defense and Secretary of the Navy. He 
has served as president of the Naval War College, and as commander of the 
U.S. Second Fleet, NATO Striking Fleet Atlantic and Allied Forces Southern 
Europe. Married, Admiral Turner has two children. 
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
